When Eire last Monday declar- 
ed herself the Independent Re- 
public of Ireland, she ‘lissociated 


herself from the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations. 
Membership in the common- 


wealth involves a dominion status 
which pays allegiance to the Brit- 
ish throne. The constitution of 
the member nations all recognize 
the King of England as_ their 
king, although they are acknowl- 
edged to be autonomous. So 
Bire, by withdrawing that recog- 
nition, put herself outside the 
charmed circle. 

Today the prime ministers of 
the seven British dominions are 
meeting in London, and the fore- 
most question before them is 
this. 

How can « nacion belonging to 
the commonwealth become a re- 
public and still retain its mem- 
‘ership ? 

That's one of the most import- 
ant questions the dominions ever 
have had to answer. It isn’t that 
they expect to bring Ireland back 
into a fold which she found dis- 
tasteful, but the mighty Domin- 
ion of India has served notice 
that she also intends to become 
an independent sovereign repub- 
lic. The idea of giving alleg- 
iance to the King is repugnant 
to many of India’s leaders. 

The loss of India to the com- 
monwealth would be a major dis- 
aster. There we have a nation 
with a population of some 300,- 
000,000. Already she is number- 
ed among the eight leading in- 
dustrial nations of the world, and 
her future is promising. In fact 
there are strong indications, as 
I see it, that she is heading for 
the leatiership of Asia. 


India’s prime minister, Jawa- 
harlal Nehru, is expected to play 
a major part in the London con- 
ference. Thus’ far there has 
been no sign that he desired to 
get outside the 
provided allegiance to the throne 
eliminated. He is the 
powerful figure in the Orient, and 
undoubtedly his views will carry 


great weight in the parley.

While the problem of finding a 
formula under which republics can 
remain in the commonwealth cer- 
tainly isn’t an easy one, many 
observers feel that it can be solv- 
ed. A_ solution which is being 
considered as a_ possibility is 
summed up ty the Manchester 
Guardiai, ou Of Britain’s lead- 
ing newspapers. After declaring 
that the London meeting ‘‘will be 
one of the “decisive conferences in 
British history”, the newspaper 
says: 

“The easiest solution might be 
for each of the governments to 
proclaim by resolution that they 
were members of the common- 
wealth. It would be folly 
to let the commonwealth fall to 
pieces because. of an insistence 
that the crown should be recog- 
nized by all partners.” 

Apart from any question of 
sentiment, the members of the 
commonwealth have found two 
paramount reasons for maintain- 
ing the association. One is that 
it provides economic advantages, 
such as the imperial preference 
system of special tariffs on em- 
pire goods. The other is that 
this combination of nations, with 
Britain at the center, constitutes 
a powerful bloc for defensive pur- 
poses.

LONDON-—-Not only is the Brit- 
ish revolution due to expropriate 
the owning classes in another 
generation by the system of death 
duties, but also this is not a coun- 
try in which new fortunes can be 
made and retained for future gen- 
erations, unless there is a radical 
swing to the right-—-which this 
columnist, for one, does not con- 
template. 

This is not to say that one can- 
not earn a very good income in 
Great Britain. Many people can, 
and do. But they cannot keep 
enough of it to form new capital, 
certainly not new capital out 
savings.

The workingman must look to 
the state to care for him in every 
emergency of life; he cannot pro- 
vide for his own emergencies. 
And, as Sir Stafford Cripps re- 
cently reminded him, he cannot 
“have his cake and eat it too,” 
and social services are not free. 

A married couple wi'h two 
children begin to pay income 
taxes at $1,600 per year, and it 
goes up quickly and steepiy. From 
$2,400, they pay $255 to the gov- 
ernment; from $3,200 it is $432; 
out of $4,000 they pay $720. If 
they earn $10,000, they give back 
$8,260. If they earn $40,000, they 
keep less than $14,000. 

As for making a fortune with 
one’s own brains, it is quite out 
of the question. Mr. Churchill, 
for instance, is supposed to have 
earned a million dollars in the 
United States on his great mem- 
oirs, but the government will 
leave him just $24,000 of it. 

Mr. Churchill, of course, is 
working for fame, not money; but 
even without an exaggerated love 
of money, most people of ambition 
in any field do work for ameni- 
ties, and for a standard of secur- 
ity their earnings can afford 
them. To live on a $15,000-a-year 
seale, a Briton with two children 
has to earn $60,000. If he has a 
house and garden, a car, and 
wants to give his children any- 
thing more than the state educa- 
tion provides, he will not be able 
to save a penny for investments. 


Most people in Briton really 
don’t know what the basic things 
of life are costing them, because 
of the system of subsidies and 
social, gervices. 

A large part of their food— 
meat,.eggs, sugar, fats, bacon—is 
rationed and sold to them at way 


—S -—-+--— 


below the cost of preaduction. 
Actually, the cast of food in Brit- 
ain (to the government) ts aimost 
exactly the cost of food in the 


United States to the consumer. 
The consumer here, however, buys 
breast of lamb for eight cents a 
pound, lamb chops for 30 cents, 
steak for 44 cents—in very small 
quantities. He gets 90-cent eggs 
(three per person per weeit, if his 
grocer has them) for a pittance 
by American comparisons. He 
pays 40 cents a pound for 80-cent 
butter, and so forth. The prices 
simply are concealed and taken 
out of his taxes and the taxes of 
the higher earners. 


It is the same with his medical 
care, under the new _ universal 
health-insurance system. The con- 
sumer sees it as a “free’’ service. 
In reality, its cost, paid out of 
taxes, is considerably higher per 
person than the cost of all med- 
ical and health services combined 
in the United States, and almost 
twice as high proportionate to in- 
come. In Britain, one cannot help 
having the conviction that more 
proteins and fats would be better 
health expenditures than so much 
medical care; yet medical care 
can be purchased with sterling, 
and meat and fats require hard 
currency. 

The subsidies, and _ therewith 
concealed costs, have given the 
British worker the habit of look- 
ing at his wages as pocket money. 
(On this, Laborites and Conserva- 
tives agree.) When the prices 
rise, however infinitesimally, as 
they do in Sir Stafford Cripps’ new 
budget, there is huge disappoint- 
ment among the workers who 
still, I think, do not really under- 
stand that either prices or the 
taxes that conceal them must rise, 
and that the subsidies cannot 
conceivably be met by taxes on 
the rich. 

Sir Stafford was compelled to 
tell the constituents of his party 
that taxes on the rich also are 
subject to laws of diminishing re- 
turns. It was admiraply honest 
but not popular, as economic facts 
rarely are. 


That these concealed prices 
contribute to a form of infantilism 
on the part of the masses is the 
eonviction of this columnist. <A 
shelter against the realities of 
economics, they may prove one 
day a serious political boomerang.

NEW YORK--I don't want to 
make any expert noises, but I 
occasionally talk to military peo- 
ple, and some of the big ones don’t 
think you can deliver a four-week 
victory with atom bomb and big 
bomber alone. Somewhere in the 
next mess you are apt to see a 
cursing doughfoot with a rifle 
and a navy with some obsolete 


old boats. 
The air force, aide by Rep. 
Clarence Cannon, chairman © of 


the house appropriations commit- 
tee, seems to feel that most of 
the money should be sunk in a 
big bomber program and_ that 
dough for the army and navy 
are secondary. They figure that 
Russia can be ground to powder 
with the atom in a trice, and 
you won't need anything else. 

Quite apart from whether we 
can ‘“leliver the big blossom to 
our potential enemies without 
vast fighter support, there is the 
question of just how far you can 
go ‘with the employment of the 
bomb itself. There is not much 
aboard to keep the Russians from 
overrunning Europe at will. 

The opponents of wholehearted 
dependence of the bomb wonder, 
idly, if we will bomb a Russian- 
occupied Paris, a Russian-occu- 
pied London, a Russian-oceupied 
Rome? The occupation of Eur- 
ope’s chief cities being @ nor- 
mal tactic, can our consciences be 
adjusted to atom-blast our friends 
indiscriminately in order to get 
at our enemies? 

There is a vast expanse of 
rock in the Ural mountains, to 
which a great deal of Russian in- 
dustry has allegedly been mov- 
ed. Atom-power or no, can you 
topple an entire rnountain range 
on the off-chance of smacking a 
war plant buried in its base? Can 
you transport that many bombs, 
that often? 

Saying that the general devas- 
tation of Russia and portions of 
the occupied continent is feasible, 
what happens afterwar'i? . Prior 
warfare has shown that to the 
victor belongs the headaches, such 
as the maintenance of the con- 
quered enemy. Saddling any na- 
tion with the habilitation of an 
atom-ravished hemisphere would 
wreek the winner economically 
yet total ravishment is the aim if

I know one brilliant airman 
who thinks the battleship—sub- 
mersible battleship with — guided 
missile launching mounts—is the 
vehicle of future warfare. On 
close inspection this is not ridic- 
ulous, because closeness to target 
increases effectiveness.
